After reading this Paflage, confidering it as written

However, tho’ the other Candidates found themfelves 
difappointed in their Ele&ion, yet depending upon 
their Intereft in the Common-Ceuncil, they refoly’d 
to make it a Party-Caufe; to which end they apply’d 
to the faid Court, and obtain’d an Order to commence 
Suits in the Court of King’s-Bench againft the new. 
elected Aldermen ; and for the Management thereof, 
not only appointed a Committee of their own Mem- 
bers, but likewife order'd Cath out of the Chamber 
of Loxdon to profecute the fame.
